PREVENT ALLERGY 


By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, M.D. 


During infancy or during ile 
ness, the development of allergy 
may occur because of undue ex- 
posure to substances which com- 
monly produce oversensitivity, 
such os feather pillows or stuffed 
toys. i : 

There would appear to be some 
tendency for allergy to run In 
familics. In such cases, it would 
seem important to protect the 
child by using rubber mattresses 
and pillows to replace cotton and 
feather stuffing, ond to’ have 
furniture made of wood, metals 
or plastics instead of other types 
of materials, Tho rugs should 
ve tightly woven so that o great 
deal of lint will not be formed. 


Contact with animals, such os 
cats or dogs, may sometimes be 
responsible for allergic symp- 
toms. oon 

While it is true that in some 
cases allergy becomes less 
severe ag the child grows older, 
In the majority of instances this 
does not occur, Therefore, it is 
Important to have the child care-
